TRIUMPH FOR ROOSEVELT. 


Only Once Before Has a Younger Man 
Ruled Over the Senate. 
Special to the Poat-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—When Theo- 
dore Roosevelt entered the Senate cham- 
ber to take his oath as vice-president of 
the United States, it was his moment of 
triumph. Young, ambitious, impulsive, en- 
thusiastic, he took the oath which gives 


him the right to preside over 90 Senators, 
of whom but two are his juniors. 

The majority of the men sitting there pa- 
tiently waiting his coming were old enough 
to have been his father, a dozen are old 
enough to have been his grandfather. There 
sat Senator Pettus, 81; Senator Morgan, 75; 
Senator Hoar, who had a seat there when 
Theodore Roosevelt was a schoolboy of 19. 

Only once before in the nation’s history 
had a younger man than he entered the 
Senate chamber under. similar circum- 
stances. The talented Breckenridge of Ken- 
tucky was but 36 when he became vice- 
president. Daniel D. Tompkins, like Roose- 
velt a New York Republican, was just the 
same age as Roosevelt, 43, as was John C. 
Calhoun. But most of those on whom the 
nation’s choice for second place has fallen | 
have been of much riper years. Gerry of} 
Messachusetts was a full quarter of a cel- 
tury older than Roosevelt when he took 
the presiding officer's seat in the Senat« 
chamber 

As the young man entered four young- 
sters in the front row of the gallery near- 
ly fell over the railing in their excitement. 
A handsome young matron there beamed 
with pride and pleasure. One moment a 
private person, in a twinkling of an eye 
this young man was the vice-president of 
the United States. The matron was Mrs. 
Roosevelt; the children were the 
president's 

Roosevelt fairly plunged into his speech. 
He spoke with his usual earnestness, but 
the old-time vehemence seemed not there. 

While he spoke the little Rooseveits 

watched him. 

They had their eyes glued on their fath- 
er. Mrs. Roosevelt's smile of affectionate 
regard never ceased following her husband 
from the moment he entered till it was alt 
over.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—Robert W. Wil- 
cox, the delegate from Hawali and a native 
Hawalian, says of the inaugural ceremonies:

ever witnessed. I had no idea of the vast- 
ness of the United States until I saw the 
inaugural parade today. I was told that 
the troops in line represented only a small 
portion of those which could be command- 
ed, if necessary. 

“Everywhere there was evidence of the 
strength of the American government. |] 
am exceedingly glad to have seen such a 
sight and shall remember it as long as | 
live.

The case decided was against John N. 
Bixman, a saloankeeper at Clinton, who 
was fined $100 for selling beer not labeled 
as provided by the law. He appealed«to 
this court, where that judgment was af- 
firmed this morning. 

The court holds that the law does not 
levy a property tax, but that it is a proper 
police regulation which the Legislature has 
a right to impose. 

The court says that there Is a clear dis- 
tinction between fermented liquors, such 
as beer and other malt liquors, and dis- 
tilled spirits, and that the Legislature 
properly imposed different regulations as 
to the two. 

The law imposes an Inspection tax of 1 
cent on each gallon and 2 cents for label- 
ing each package, and will yield a revenue 
to the state of $558,000 annually.

There is no 
surer start on the road that leads to 
honors and success than to be born poor, 
if your poverty is combined with grit. 

“The rich man's son enters life's race 
with a handicap. Not only the handicap 
which a fortune is, because it deprives him 
of the necessity to ah oy and expand; 
but the handicap of never being able to 
appreciate what he’s For everything 
in life that’s worth while {fs 10 times more 
worth while when we yearn and work and 

imb for it. 
orret there dre people whose whole lives 
are made up of work and they don't suc- 
ceed ?'’ 

Mr. Schwab shook his head doubtingly. 
It's a handsome head, strongly set upon 
his shoulders, and his features, too, are 
strong—strong in their frankness, their cor- 
diality, their stamp of sincerity. Good na- 
ture, good sense, good intent and the power 
of fulfillment mark President Schwab as 
one of the world’s successes.

HUMAN RESEMBLANCES FOUND 
AMONG THEM. 


WASHINGTON, Marci: o—The Smithson- 
ian Institution is in receipt of.a very curious 
fish caught in Nassau Sound, near Fernan- 
dina, Fla. The specimen has been anxiously 
expected by the authorities at the institu- 
tion from the fact of its having been mis- 
takenly represented beforehand as belong- 
ing to the perophtha'intus family, a group 
that is regarded as being confined solely to 
Africa. The fact, however, that an ocean 
current sweeps fin a circular direction along 


the African coast and around the Gulf of 
Mexico, and along the Florida coast offered 
the plausible hypothesis that some of the 
species of fish in question might have becn 
carried along this stream from its African 
habitat to Florida. 

As a matter of fact, however, such a 
contingency could only be Jooked for in the 
case of deep water fishes, while the species 
to which the actual specimen received be- 
longs (Antennarius), as well as that to 


habit shallow water, and live either upon 
the surface or upon land. Both are pro- 
vided with pectoral fins which resemble to 
an extraordinary degree, human arms, the 
elbows and even five-fingered hands, with 
the exception that the latter are webbed, 
curtously resembling those of man. 

The specimen received by the Smithso- 
lan Institution is what is popularly known 
as a mud fish, and its peculiar fins or rath- 
er short arms are evidently given it for the 
purpose of assisting its locomotion upon 
muddy or sandy banks. It makes its nest 
in sea weed. It is provided with what may 
be described as a natural fishing rod, like 
the angler fish and many other of the same 
genus, which is really an elongation of the 
first spine or the anterior dorsal fin. This 
terminates in the lappet, and is movable in 
every direction. so as to serve as a bait for 
other fish which are thus attracted and 
speedily devouretl By thé Wily cfeattre. 

The African species known as the pe- 
rophthalmus resembles the Antennarius in 
many respects. Its pectoral fin is also in the 
nature of a human limb, and serves it for 
walking upon the shore in search of in- 


it to climb small twies or bush-< in search 
of prey. A cast in the National Museum rep- 
resents one of the species in the act of 
climbing a branch or twig, which it is en- 
abled to do by means of its very strong 
fins, or rather arms, and also its prehensile 
anal fin. The African goby, however. is 
ws yt and more muscular than the Florida 
mud fish, and pay the power of making 
short leaps when in pursuit of its prey upon

4. They shall avail themselves of all tn- 
formation afforded by the reports of the tax 
commissions of other states and shall in- 
quire into the systems of such county and 
municipal taxation in force tn other states. 
especially those in which new methods of 
taxation have been introduced, with a view 
to ascertaining what changes, if any, in 
the tax laws of this state are expedient and 
desirable. 

5. They shall embody the result of their 
investigation in a report, which shall be as 
Benin, concise and comprehensive as possi- 

le. Such report shall be prepared in proper 
form for publication, with a full index, and 
ehali be transmitted, when complete, to 
the governor, who shall file the same with 
the secretary of state.

Mail Signals for Rural Delivery. 


From Pearson's Magazine. | 
The rural carriers are governed by the 
Same rules as the carriers of the city de- 
livery service: they wear the same uniform, | 
rovided at their own cost, and each has 
urnished himself with a special delivery 
wagon with “Postal Wagon—lU. 8. Mail’. 
rinted on the front and sides, with a glass 
ront, and is ffitted up with pigeonholes, 
in which the carrier sorts his mail as he | 
oes along. There is also a contrivance for | 
eating the wagon in cold weather. All the 

wos along the route are of galvanized | 
fron. of uniform size. painted and closely | 
resembling the regulation boxes used in| 
cities, and are nailed on posts of such | 
height as to bring them on a level with the | 
postal wagon. As he drives up alonside | 
he box carrier opens his sliding @oor and | 
drops the mail in the box, at the same time 
raising a zinc signal which is riveted to 
the box. If there is any mail for him to 
collect he finds the signal raised: if he has 
none to deliver in return he turns the sig- 
nal down. If the signal is not raised, and 
he has no mail to deliver at the box. he 
drives by without stopping.
